Korh Hour customer la now requir¬ 
ed to buy one pound of cereal auhstl- 
tule for every pound of wheat flour. 
The substitute may be of one hind or 
aeeorted Thia 30-50 ante la made by 
weight and not by value of the com 
modltlee There la. of cotirae. no reg¬ 
ulation deriuiruling Ilia roneumer to 
buy wheat flour at all. 

A wide variety of aubitltutea line 
boon provided: Cornmsal, corn flour, 
edible comet arch, hominy, com grita, 
barley flour potato flour, awent potato 
flour, enya head flour, IVterttu flour 
and meaU, rice, rice flour, oatmeal, 
rolled <mts and buckwheat flour. 

tirahuin and whola wheat flour con 
atltute uu exception to the national 
regulation. Either of tlieue •‘otomotll- 
tlcs tuny be eold at the rutlu of three 
|K>untlN to five pounds of wheat flour— 
that la, five pounds of graham nr 
wheat flour •‘outif* the eame aa three 
pounds of the usual wheat flour. 

Iflxetl flour# form another excep¬ 
tion.

Where 
the flour la mlied at the mte of do 
per cent, wheat and 40 per cent, of 
other Ingredient* an additional 20 per

Where neceaatty Is shown specially 
prepared Infnut'a and In valid’a food 
containing flour may be aold. 

That the approve»l eubstltulc* may 
be aaaorted Is a fact many grocers 
and hmuiewlveii overlooked for a time. 
For Instance, if a customer wishes to 
buy a 24 pound sack of flour the nee 
eaaary substitutes might be aaaorted 
aa follows: Corntneal, 8 pounda; com 
grita. 4 pounds; rice, 4 pounds; buck 
• beet, 2 pound#; cornararch. 1 pound; 
homlpy, 2 pounda; rolled cats. 3 
pound#. 

Nona of the substitutes should be 
considered ns a wasp* purchase 
There are many household uses for 
each. The eight pounds of commeal 
can be made Into enrnbread. corn muf¬ 
fins or aaed In the baking of wheat 
bread. 

('ornstarcb la useful lo making cus¬ 
tard. thickening gravy or may be used 
la cake baking. Com grits fried Ilka 
mush forma a delicious dtab. or If may 
be uaed In baking com bread Rolled 
oata are uaed largely as breakfast por¬ 
ridge or In oatmeal coo kiss or in 
making muffles 

buckwheat flour may be used in 
bread making, fiwmlng an excellent 
substitute for one-quarter of the 
wheat flour, but Is especially choice in 
the form of buckwheat cakss foe 
breakfast 

With 11 wheatlees meals needed 
each week In America to provide 
enmtab wheat for the m tiles, the food 
Administration h«llaves the substitutes 
will all be need to edvantage. 


It la the food problem over thera 
that makes a food problem over here. 
If we wished to bo supremely selflah— 
and supremely shorlnlghted—we could 
go on eating as much as wv like and 
whatever we like, without much diffi¬ 
culty or Interruption—at least, until 
the Germans came! 

Hut we are riot doing things In that 
aelflsh and suicidal way We are try* 
Ing to make a great common pool of 
all of our food, and all of the food of 
th# allies, nod nU of the food we can 
get from Mouth American and other 
neutrala. and dividing It up fulrly 
among America, England, France, Hel* 
gluiu and Italy, 

Thia does hot mean that ail of the 
people In the great pool are going to 
have tl««s same ratlou, hut invaua that 
we are trying to arrange to have 
enough for everybody, so that the sol* 
diem- our soldiers nnd their soldier* — 
will well fed. as they have to L* 
to fight Imrd nnd continuously, and 
that the munition# worker* and the 
workers In all lha other necessary In* 
dust ties, and the men and women nt 
home will all have enough to keep 
alive and welt. It Is absolutely neceie 
ssry to do this If tlm war l* to he won, 
amt we lire g«dng to do It. but It means 
planning, working, nrronglog. cooper* 
tiling, being careful, nut wasting, s.iv- 
Ing 

And It means that each and every 
one of ua has got to help. 

Now, we have enough and more than 
enough food for oursalvea, and the 
Government Is going to sea to It that 
wa keen here at horn# a sufficient sup* 
ply of every essential kind of food to 
support our people. But over there 
they simply have not enough. Lord 
fthondda. the English food controller, 
recently cabled the American food ad¬ 
ministrator, that unless wo can send 
the allies before th# neat uropean 
harvest 79,000.000 buahsls of wheat In 
addition te what had been sent up to 
January 1 of this year ha could not 
assure the people of the allies that 
thay would have a sufficient supply of 
food to carry on the war 

Hr did bol any anything In thia cable 
about lho other fond nrersnary. hilt 
ha has (old of thane needs III other 
cable* and by hit actions In ICnglaml. 
For nample. his latest regulation 
compel* a reduction of meat eating In 
the United Kingdom to a maximum of 
one pound per week per person, thia 
pound Including the boos and other 
waste parts In the meat aa bought lo 
the shop 

The allies must have more wheat, 
more meat, more fata, more dairy prod¬ 
ucts, more sugar Their harveata were 
very short France had less than half 
her aormal crop of wheat—«nd the 
available shipping la small In amount 
and constantly being lessened by sub¬ 
marined. so that If Is now practically 
Impossible to u«# any ships for the long 
voyage necessary to bring food from 
Australia and other remote market* 
Tl»e food must com* chiefly from 
JLsr ,r * specific fteuree it ta nac 
canary for ua to send to the allies 
1 , 100,000 t"ne of foodstuffs a month. 
This la a great responsibility and a 
great problem The food must ha 
found, and also the ahlpa to carry It 
It la being dona, but can only continue 
to bo done by the help and full co¬ 
operation of all of ua over our broad 
land We must produce ami *sva
